carried a freight worth robbing. He studi- 
ed closely the country through which the 
journey was to be made, and selected a 
point on the road where there was a very 
steep hill, with hedges and underwood at 
either side. He then procured a number 
of stout sticks about the length and thick- 
ness of the barrel ofa gun. Thesejhe stuck 
into the hedges, letting the ends of them 
appear, as if they were the muzzles of 
guns directed byjpersons in ambusca de be- 
hind the hedge. As the diligence now 
came toiling louls up the hill, the driver 
saw aman standing on the pathway, and 
gesticulating violently. On approaching 
nearer, the man could be heard distinctly 
baranguing them. “Ready! Obey orders! 
N if there be no resistance!’ 
And then the robber, walking slowly for- 
ward, stopped the horses,toid the guard 
to get down and to lie with his face and 
hands on the ground, and that no violence

A relic ot this myth is still preserved to | 
us inthe lenend of St Christopher bear- 
ing Christ over the river: the saint takes 
the place of Thor, has the “terrible face,” 
the red beard and hair ofthe old god, is 
propitiated by the sacrifice of cocks, and 
is a defender against lightning and hail- 
storms. Bya natural process common 
in all mythologies, the personified thunder- 
bolt became a hypostase or other form of 
the thunderthrower, and Orwandil was 
turned into a second Thor. As Orendel | 
he became a popular Grermaa hero—*‘the 
oldest of all heroes,’ the Saga of Trier 
calls him—wandered throughout the world, 
and had a series of adventures which bear 
a striking resemblance to those of Ulys- 
ses, so that itis to him probably that 
Tacitus refers when he says that Ulysses 
came to Germany, and that there are tem- 
ples there in his honor. Though perhaps | 
never canonized by the church, he had the | 
reputation of a saint in the middle ages, 
as many legends and the name “Saint 
Orendéis salle’ show. 

The god of the thundershower, Orwan- 
dilor Horvendill, passed into Denmark, 
and made himself there a sort of patron 
and protector of the country. It was but 
natural to trace the descent ofall the Dan- |

ish kings to him, and through him farther 
back to Thor. We find now told of him | 
nearly the same story told of Thor, which 
is in the same way a nature-myth, for he 
goes off on a whrilikee ition, and meet- 
ing Kallir (the cold), King of Norway, in 
an island green with the spring, he chal- 
lenges him to single combat, and, throw- 
ing away his shield, wounds himin the foot 
and slays him. After such adventures,

This time, however, it is not by physical 
force that the struggle is decided, but by | 
cunning.

of which are merely other forms of the 
same personification, whether we call him 
Thor or Apollo.

The Religions of the Chinese. 


There are three systems in China— 
Tauviem, Confucianism and Buddhism 
Tauism, the oldest of the three, was first 
taught by Lautsz or Lankim, who was born 
B. C. 601, fifty-four years before Confucius. 
His doctrines recommended retirement 
and reflection as the best means of puri- 
fying the spiritual parts of our nature, 
etherializing the passions, and of finally 
being absorbed into the supreme reason. 
The second religion, Seniaatnnion, was 
described at considerable length by the 
lecturer. In closing, Prof. Bickmore said

Canton, greatly to the horror of his ortho- 
dox followers, who declared that some 
severe calamity would befall the city for 
such sacnilege.

A Champagne Discovery,

Some weeks ago one of our prominent 
wine merchants exported a quantity of 
native champagne to a bouse in Chicago. 
Several cases were returned, with the 
statement that the condition of the wine 
would injure its sale rhen received by 
the manufacturer, and one of the bottles 


covered resting in the wine. These were 
analyzed and turned out to be argols, or 
cold upon the champagne. Several bottles 
on placed in a high temperature, 
some 160 degrees, until this frozen tartar 
was dissolved throughthe heat. The wine 
was again tasted after it had cooled and 
found tobe excellent, the freezing and 
haeating process it bad passed through 
having the same effect as age, and giving | 
a young wine the flavor of a veteran 
champagne. The man of Chicagowho re- 
turned the wine as unfit for sale was evi- 
dently not a connoisseur, as the condition | 
of the erystals showed them to be pure 

tartar, unmixed with any foreign de 

posit. The little incident may be looked

AN OLD-TIME SENSATION. 


Came Marshal Ney to North Carolinat 
[From the Columbia (8. C.) Phoenix.) 

We have been kindly furnished by « 
geutleman of this city with three copies of 
papers containing a lengthy account of 
this distingushed officer,s career in this 
country, alter his exit from France, and, 
as an article published some time ago in 
our paper copied by the press thro 
out this State and elsewhere, excited cda- 
siderable interest, we condense from these 
papers a few incidents connected with the 
life of this remarkable man, which go to 
establish more fully the fact of his identity. 

The correspondent, who signs himself 
“Eastern Orange,’ in the papers above al- 
luded to, thus writes: “When I came 
from Alabama to Davie County, N. C., is

was regarded by the literary and everybody 
else as a finished gentleman and scholar. 
He seemed to be perfectly at home in 
any branch of science known in that day.

“Mr. Ney taught im other place. At 
Mr. Pilasebo Houston's, in Iredell, the 
Houstons, Youngs and others, the most 
wealthy and respectable citizens o’ Iredell 
county, were his pupils; a part of them 
are still living ‘om taughtin Ashe- 
ville, Buncombe county, N. Cc In that 
place,the Pattensand others,of Buncombe, 
and Mr. Lioyd Jones, of Caldwell, were 
among his pupils, and never, till memory 
fo ilo wttebey fuiget Dvier S. Ney 

“Mr. Ney was a man about five feet ten 
inches high. heavily set and compactly 


and was of extraordinary muscular devel- 
oment. Hehad every appearance of a 
huge, rough Scottish Highlander, of svm- 
metrical proportions well adapted to ener 
gy and endurance; qualitics which Mr. 
Ney possessed in a high degree. He was 
more adapted to herculean strength than 
to agility. His back was straight, shoul- 
ders broad and a little stooped; head well 
balanced, the top ball, the back and sides 
of the head covered with hair once auburn, 
but then a little silvered: his nose was 
straight and very large, with a massive 
end; his mouth large and broad, |i firm, 
the under apparently a little thicker than 


| the upper; complexion florid, face full and 


pitted with small-pox, countenance a little 
down, butistern, thoughtful and intelligent; 
hie eyes not large, but rather brilliant, 
indicating @ strong perceptive and pene- 
trative intellect 

“One evening, Mr. Ney received a letter 
from France informing him of the death 
of his wife, and also of the death of some 
influential Frenchman, whose name I do 
not remember, through whose influence 
Mr. Ney said he still hoped to be restored 
to France. Upon receiving this informa- 
tion, Mr. Ney became wild, frantic and 
almost ungovernable He wept like « 
whipped child, and the large tears found 
their way rapidiy down his pale cheek, 
and his wailings were terrible. While he 
was in thet condition, he attempted sui- 
cide, and did many things to excite the 
fears of the family. He could not be 
trusted alone. While he was in this state 
of mind, the writer, with several others 
whom I might name, spent a night with 
him. I sever can forget that night. He 
raved of Franee, Napoleon, his wife and 
family, Moekwa, Waterloo, &c., called for 
Phesinae, issued his commands, sketched 
his past history, gave an account of his 
birth, connection with the family of the 
Stewarts and his relation tothe Bona- 
partes teld us how he came tobe 
such a favorite with Napoleon, how he 
arose tobe one of Napoleon's cabinet and 
marshals, and bow he came to be Prince 
of Moskwa, and how he reached the cli- 
max of his He told us of the con- 
sultations of Napoleon and his cabinet 
that planned the battle of Waterloo. 
While he re-fought, that night, that ever- 
memorable battle, one could fancy he saw 
the Lien of Naples (Napeleon), with his 
gleaming legions, rushing here and there 
to battle; that he could see the intrepid 
Ney, on foot, fying along the lines, bra- 
ving his mento the slaughter; that he 
could hear the roaring infantry, the peal- 
ingartillery and the clashing steel in the 
mortal combat; thathe could feel the 
ground tremble almost to an earthquake 
beneath the mighty tread of the charzin 
cavalry; that he could hear the shrieks of 
the wounded and dying and see the thoa- 
sande slain. Mr. Ney then showed the 
wounds, orrather sears, where he was 
wounded at Waterloo and elsewhere— 
wounds of precisely the kind and locality 
recerded in history; one was a sabre- 
wound on the head over the organ of 
mirthfulneses, which laid him for dead on 
the battle-feld. 

“But how came he here in America? 
History says he was shot to death in France. 
Mr. Ney s explanation is about this, in as 
few words as I can giveit: He was caught, 
tried and condemned to be shot. Those 
who were to execute him were bribed by 
his friends—blanks were fired, Ney him- 
self giving thecommand. When the guns 
fired, Ney fell, was pronounced dead, put 
into a carriage and conveyed away. He 
was concealed and helped off to the United 
States, where he had previously made up 
his mind to go. A coffin was buried, and 
the grave —_ by his friends under 
pretence that some one might disinter him 
jer one reason or another. ‘France,’ said 
Ney, ‘believes to this day that I was bur- 
ied." 


The above correspondence, written by a 
high-minded and honorable gentleman, is 
entitled to the credence of the commani- 
ty. Each one can draw his own inference 
Of those, however, who

ask, that, if the ahové described personage 
was not Marshal Ney,who was he?

Death of Pierre Soule.

Being destined for the church, 
be was sent, lo 1516, to the Jesuit’s College at 
lv ulouse, but, wearying of theological stadies, 
he went to complete his edacation at Bor- 
ceaux, and soon became implicated in a plot 
egalnst the Bourbons.

obliged to proceed thither by sea, the 
French Government refusing to give him a 
paseport to travel through France. In 
that conference he is believed to have exer- 
cleeda great influence in securing the adop- 
tion by Messrs. Buchanan and Mason, the 
other members, of the declaration that Cubs 
most be acquired by the United States as 
pot only necessary to the political power of 
of the Republic, but as especially indispensa- 
ble to the welfare and security of the alive- 
bolding portion of the Union. He retarned 
to the United States in 1855, and has since 
taken but litte part in public afiaira. On 
the breaking out of the war, though at 
firet taking extreme Southern ground, he op- 
poeed the ordinance of secession by his own 
B'a'e. He finally succumbed, however, to the 
inexorable logic of events, aud gave in his ad- 
hesion to the new order of things. Bat he 
took no active part in public affairs after that 
time, and the impression prevails that his 
mind bas been greatly impaired since 
the stirring events of 1860-61. Though 
littie beard of te late years, and al- 
most forgotten, the name of Pierre Soule will 
pase into history as ene among the American 
stateamen who have made the nation the 
woder and admiration of the world.
